William 
Wall's Sons, and that prior to the fail- 
ure of the Cordage trust, the plant, 
real estate, etc., of William Wall's 
Sons was sold to the National Cordage 
Co. for SOO-1,900, part of it represented 
by 4,000 shares of Cordage stock. There 
was a clause to,the effect that if there 
were legal complications the deed 
need not be delivered, and it never 
was deliverd. 
When this action was 


brought, two years ago, there was a 
conveyance made, it is alleged. Mrs. 
Wall says she can not find out any- 
thing about this money and stock, 
whether it was" paid, or how it was 
paid, and, as far as she has- been able 
to find out, it has never been paid, at 
least she has never seen any part of it. 


She goes on to say that the defend- 


ants formed this national syndicate 
and conspired to defraud her. The 
practical effect of tho forming of this 
syndicate was to sweep away 3054,000. 


An expert who went over the books 


said that the stock was never paid to 
the firm, and it is alleged that through 
the fraudulent acts of Frank T, Wall, 
a son and partner of the plaintiff, 
those 4,000 shares wore diverted to the 
syndicate, for which she now wants a 
receiver. 


Mrs. 
Wall's lawyer eaid Wednesday 


that the defense of the opposition will 
be that the assets of the syndicate are 
worth more-than formerly. He further 
states that there is a claim against the 
Wall firm by James R. Keenc for 53:10,- 
000 for "puts," and by Henry A. Adams 
for $200,000 for the same thing. Mrs. 
Wall, of course, had no knowledge of 
these transactions.

He 
said the whole cause of action seemed 
to be that Mrs. Wall was a woman. 
He claimed that the plaintiff must 
elect whether she will ailirm the action 
of her son and call herself a partner in 
the syndicate or not.

Choice C'nttlo Go Up, Owing to Scarcity, 


and Will Advmicti Further. 


CHICAGO, March 28.—Prices obtained 


at the Union stoclcj-ards Wednesday 
for choice cattle are said to have been 
the highest since 1834, and the big 
packers agree that the price for the 
better quality of beef will continue to 
advance. It is not probable that relief 
will come till fall. An advance of 25 
per cent, has already been made, and 
an equal rise is almost certain. The 
price for poorer grades of cattle and 
for sheep and hogs have been increased 
in proportion, the speculative senti- 
ment having something to do with the 
latter. 


The reason g-iven for the rise in the 


price of prime beef, which is general 
at all slaughtering and packing cen- 
ters, is that the corn crop last year 
was practically a failure, and the best 
cattle arc~ fed on corn. The conse- 
quence is a scarcity of choice stock.
